Importation of Agricultural 
Produce- 

Referenco was inrulo in these columns 
a few days ago to the large increase of 
importations ami to the great saving of 
customs duties under the present 
tariff as compared wifch a former one;. 
The attention of the reader is now in- 
vited to one class of imports, viz. ag- 
ricultural productions. The figures 
we propose to give are for the latter 
half of 1871, which was under the old 
B. 0. tariff, and the latter half of 1872, 
during which the Canadian tariff pre- 
vailed. During the former period, 
we imported 7000 bbls of flour; during 
the latter 14,41)7 bbls. Protectionists 
will very likely argue from this large 
increase that, owing to the duty being 
taken off Hour, consumption of the 
foreign article lias more than doubled, 
and, therefore, consumption of the 
domestic article has correspondingly 
diminished. Although apparently 
reasonable to the superficial mind, this 
conclusion will scarcely stand the test 
of facts. During the last half of 1871 
the people west of the Cascade Range 
consumed only foreign flour. There 
was really no domestic flour in the mar- 
ket. During the last half of 1872 they 
could do no more. How, then, it may 
be asked, is the increase to be account- 
ed for ? First, because of the increase 
of consumers. Second, because, with 
the removal of a crushing duty on 
ilour, trade with the Indians and up 
the coast expanded. People consume 
more ilour, now that it is free, than 
they did when it was taxed to the ex- 
tent of thirty per cent. The increased 
importation of flour cannot, therefore, 
ba used as an argument against the 
free admission of that article. During 
the former period 34,4(51 pounds of 
wheat was imported. During the lat- 
ter, 92,819 pounds. We confess that 
this item does not look quite so well; 
but those in the trade tell us that the 
producer enn get fully as good prices 
for all kinds of grain now as he could 
prior to the adoption of the Canadian 
tariff. During the former period we 
imported 12li,'20(i pounds of bacon 
and hams; during the latter, 134,097 
pounds, — a very slight increase indeed; 
and, here again, we are led to believe 
that the local producer gets as good 
prices now ns formerly. The importa- 
tion of butter increased from ll,:it>0 
pounds to 81,021 pounds. This is a 
large increase, it must be admitted. 
But has the price to the local producer 
been diminished ? The importation 
of eggs rose from 1,026 dozen to •>, 1)04 
dozen. Has the price diminished ? 
The importation of lard rose from 
39,104 pounds to 0;i,8!)2 pounds; but 
we believe there has been no diminu- 
tion in price. And so on with regard 
to less important items. The consump- 
tion in most things has increased ; bul 
the local producer does not appear to 
be any worse off. Indeed, ho is a gain- 
iner to this extent at any rate, that the 
now eats untaxed bread, in com- 
m.n with every other class, and 
he is a sharer in the increased prosperity 
arising from an expansion of other in- 
dustries upon which ho must depend for 
a market. Wo confess that we would 
like to see agricultural implements ad- 
mitted duty free until such time .is til or 
can be manufactured in the Province or 
more easily brought from Ontario ; and 
we should be glad to aid any movement 
in that direction holding out a reasonable 
hope of success, lint it is scarcely reason- 
able to expect to have everything onr 
own way. There must l>e n little give 
and take. There is uo rose without u 
thorn. Taking tho Canadian tariff and 
setting 'its advantages off against its ilis- 
advantages, the people of British Goltrhi- 
bia are saving in duty at the rate of 
about one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year by it; and it is simply im- 
possible to believe that so large un amount 
can bo retained in the Province without 
more or less directly benefitting the 
agriculturists in common with every 
other class. Looking a year or two into 
the future, when railway and oilier 
works shall have suddenly doubled or 
trebled consumption west of the Ctyseades, 
tho saving under the Canadian tariff will 
be something enormous. Looking at the 
whole question in the light of the im- 
mediate future, we cannot but believe thai 
tho farmers must participate equally with 
other classes in the undeniable advantages 
of the Canadian tariff, us compared with 
old British Columbia tariff. We may be 
reminded that the controversy iH not now 
between thesu two tariffs bin between the 
present and one framed expressly to meet 
local conditions and interests. It will 
not be .denied that if the people of this 
Province could lie permitted to cut and 
carve the tariff just to suit thomsolve-, 
one might he produced even more eon- 
ducive to their interests then tho Cana- 
dian one. But, knowing as we do, thai 
they will not he permitted to do anything 
of the sort, it would simply ho a waste of 
time to discuss the subject from that 
standpoint. In this, as in other matters, 
it would be wise, therefore, to lot well 
alone, and confine efforts in this matter 
to the use of the constitutional power pos- 
sessed through our representatives at Ot- 
tawa, whenever any changes are made in the 
Federal tariff, to have such changes made 
us far as possible in the interest of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



Til© i'uBoralof Lady Beacons- 
field.

The YiseountossEeaeonsfiold was buried 
yesterday, in a vault adjoining the little 
church of St. Michael, which stands with- 
in tho grounds of Hughendeii Manor- 
house, and serves as the parish church, 
The wish expressed by Mr. Disraeli that 
tho ceremony should be iptiotly conducted 
was observed to tho letter; and a stranger 
passing by, and otherwise ignorant of tho 
fact, would never have guessed from look- 
ing on that the little party clustered round 
tho church corner were engaged in tlio 
burial service of a "Yicountesa in her own 
right," and one whoso prouder title it 
perhaps was that she was tho wife of Mr. 
Disraeli. High Wycombe, which stands 
within a distance of two miles of the 
churchyard, and is the railway and pest 
town for llughonden.was so punctiliously 
undemonstrative that it did not contribute 
half a dozen units to the mourners, nor 
did it, by the closing of a single shutter 
or tho drawing of a single blind, manifest 
its sympathy for those whom the death of 
tliD Vicountess had bereaved. Half an 
hour before the time fixed for the funeral 
the open church was empty, save for the 
presence of the venerable clerk, who, 
standing in the body of the edifice close 
by the chancel, tolled the bell, and ear- 
nestly deprecated conversation lest he 
should "lose his count,'' and miss by a 
second tho proper interval between tho 
melancholy throbbing of the bell. It was 
something, however, to bo permitted to 
stand within the church or wander about 
its circumscribed space, and wonder how 
small it must have been before the suc- 
cession of the '"additions" recorded in its 
history- enabled it, as now, comfortably to 
seat some 200 worshippers. How old tho 
curious structure is no ono can tell; but 
there are at the west end the small deep- 
set windows to betoken the Norman build- 
ers, whilst in the chancel, under the dim 
light of a comparatively modern painted 
window, recline stone effigies of Crusa- 
ders — Richard, sou of Simon do Mont- 
fort, amongst others, with his mailed logs 
crossed at the knees in token of his hav- 
ing fought in three pitched battles against 
tho Pagan. It was something to stand in 
tho church and ponder over these memor- 
ials of funerals long ago consummated, 
but it was also no inconsiderable advan- 
tage to get under shelter from the cold 
damp day without, which damp, cold 
enough in towns, was trebly miserable 
out on this bleak hillside. 

Eight of the cottage tenants bore the 
massive cofiirl, which was covered with a 
rich pall of black velvet, bordered with 
white silk ; close behind Mr. Disraeli 
walked, bareheaded, and looking ten 
years older than when 1 saw him last in 
his place in the House of Commons just 
before the prorogation. Behind the chief 
mourner came Mr. Alfred Leggatt, P. R. 
C. S., Lady Beaconsrield's medical at- 
tendant ; Mr. Philip itose, tho family 
solicitor, and Mr. Montague Corry, Mr. 
Disraeli's private secretary. Next follow- 
ed the steward of tho estate, Arthur Ver- 
non, and the principal tenants, Mr.. Tames 
Pec. Mr. Thomas fates and Mr. Cart- 
wright, the rear being brought up by the 
I household servants. There were neither 
hatbands not* scarves displayed, and the 
j procession did not comprise more th.au 
| thirty persons all told. The body was 
I met at the gate of the churhyard by the 
: vicar, .Mr. ITlugden, who. reciting in sol- 
I emu tones tho verso, "1 am the resurrec- 
tion .'Old tiie life," led the way to the 
j church. As the feet of the over-weighted 
bearers shuffled down the aisle, the organ 
Sweetly broke forth in the strains of the 
''Agnus-Dei,-'" and continued softly play- 
ing till the coffin was placed on the tres- 
tles before the communion table and the 
mourners had found their scats. Sonic 
dozen children and about as many villag- 
er, had meanwhile Btraggled into the 
church and had taken up their seats at 
the back. Rut their presence did little 
to relieve tho building from it-, empty 
and cheerless h 10k, 

When the first portion of the service 
had been read through, the bearers took 
up their burden again, and, the proces- 
sion re-forming, the Vicar led the way 
out to a spot at the south-eastern corner 
of tho church, where an open vault indi- 
cated Lady Beiu'onsnold's last resting, 
place, beside the colli n of Mr. James Dis- 
raeli, and of her husband's ancient bone- 
factor, Mrs. Rrydges Willyams, of Carn- 
auton, Cornwall. ' lb re, in thostill stead- 
fust rain, the little congregation stood 
bareheaded, whilst the concluding uor- 
ho burial service wa,s read, and 
coffin had been lowered into tho 
When it wasall over Mr. Disraeli, 
3fforts to suppress emotion had 
iufully evident through the ser- 
ve',., stepped down into the vault, and, 
bending over the eoflin, laid upon it a 
bountiful wreath of white (lowers. Mr. 
Carry followed and added his tribute of 
flowers, as did also Mrs. Blagdon, tho wife 
of the viear, ami Mr. Philip Rose, in be- 
half of Mrs. Hose. The Baroness Meyer 
de Rothschild, and Mis. Gordon, wife' of 
the Ld,- l„,rd Advocate, each sent a 
wreath for the eoflin of their old friend, 
and when all were heaped together, there 
was nothing to bo seen of tin; polished 
■wood-work of tho eoflin lid, or of the in- 
scription (hat told that it covered the re- 
mains of "Mary Ann Disraeli, Vicountess 
Beaeonsfteld in her own right, wife of the 
Right Hon. Benjamin Disraeli, who died 
December loth. 1872."

Tirst Provincial Legislative 
Assembly 

SECOND SESSION. 

Friday, Jan. 21. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 2:15 o'- 
clock. 

PRIVIIiEGE, 

Mr. Eobson — for the first time this mos- 
Bion— rono to a question of privilege. Ho 
found in tho Standard inaccuracies of 
such a nature that he mu.st think that 
they were intentionally made. He re- 
ferred to tho report in tho Standard us to 
the passago-at-arrus between the hon. Pre- 
mier and himself on tin; day previous. 
He was reported to have explained "why 
he voted against Representative Institu- 
tions," whereas he had proved that he had 
not voted against Representative Institu- 
tions, and had always favored their intro- 
duction. 

Mr. DoCosmos said that it would take 
tho hou. gentleman a long time to satisfy 
the people of this Province that he did 
not votj against Representatives In- 
stitutions in 18t)7. 

Mr. Robson replied that he hail not at- 
tempted to satisfy the people of this Pro- 
vince on that point; but ho had satisfied 
this House that he had done nothing of 
the kind, and that was all ho started out 
to do. 

LAND SALES 

Mr. Robertson, from tho Kelect Com- 
mittee on tho Land Ordinance, reported 
certain amendments. 

NOTICES. 

Mr. Humphreys to move that books, 
papers, etc., belonging to the Legislative 
Assembly bo retained in tho custody of 
the Clerk of the House, and that all books 
and papers belonging to this House, not 
now within it. be returned. 

The Speaker said he had already ap- 
plied for the return of certain books and 
papers. 

CUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 

The House went into Committee on 
Customs and Excise, Mr. Hunter in the 
Chair. 

Mr. Holbrook— I move that the Com- 
mittee do now rise. 

Mr. Bunster was snrpiscd that a gentle- 
man of Mr. Holbrook's commercial know- 
ledge should try snob a trick as this. 

The motion was lost. 

Mr. Bunster hoped there would bo no 
"..nap judgments" a t >mp el. The hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Holbrook) had said the 
other day that he couldn't support either 
tho aniciidmont or tho resolution. Well, 
his ideas were so limited, that that didn't 
surprise him, (Mr. Banster). Ho also 
said that he wasn't afraid of California 
butter. There were ranches in California 
with 215,000 cows. Could our Northern 
ranches compete with sm»h fearful odds ? 
California hail protected her farmers and 
that was why sho was so prosperous to- 
day. The proposed duty on Hour (. r >0 
cents) had been removed from the original 
resolution, for which he was sorry. Dur- 
ing the last half-year of KH71 there wore 
7000 bbls. of flour imported into the Pro- 
vince. During the but half-year of 1872 
thoro wore 14,497 bbls. Tho imports of 
barlej', wheat, etc., bad likewise more 
th&u doubled during tho siuno period. 
Tho importation of butter and eggs had 
trebled; lard had doubled; 200 tons of hay 
had come in under the Canadian Tariff 
and none (during the last half-year of 
1871) under the British Columbia Tariff. 
The hon, gentleman attributed the differ- 
ence to the abrogation of protection. He 
asked if this was the way to protect the 
farmer? In 1871 there were 20.000 gal- 
lons of spirits imported. In 1H72 there 
were 40,1)00 gallons imported; but tho dif- 
ference was owing mainly to tho differ- 
onco between the Imperial and the Ameri- 
can gallon. He was glad to hear the 
Mcmbor for Nanaiino say that Agricul- 
ture was the first interest; but his course 
in opposing this resolution showed re- 
markable inconsistency, He had no 
doubt that, in a few years tho member for 
Nnnaimo would say to him, Bunster, 1 
was wrong and you wore right. ( Laugh 
tor. J He was astonished that lion, gen- 
tlemen wore sent, to the House with such 
narrow views. Ho was glad to see that 
the members for Cariboo bad come round 
to his way of thinking. The hon. Att'y- 
Guncral took a broader view of this ques- 
tion than the other legal gentlemen of the 
House who wero serving their clients on 
Wharf street instead of the country. The 
hou. gentlemen here discovered that Mr. 
Barnston was absent, and moved that the 
Committee riso, report progress and ask 
leave to sit again. Carried. 

MARRIED WOMEN'S PROPERTY HILL. 

Mr. Beavcn moved that this Hill bo read 
a third time. 

Mr. Smitho moved that the Hill bo re- 
committed. Tt was all very well to pro- 
vide for the rights of women, but we 
should not lose sight of the rights of the 
opposite sex. He pro] Oi<:d to amend so 
as to make a married woman engaged in 
trade, etc., or holding real estate, liable 
to the support of the household in equal 
proportion with her husband, out of tho 
profits resulting therefrom. 

Mr. Smith thought that the Hill was 
not intended to benefit married women 
who went out and did business on the out- 
side, [laughter.) That was not the class the 
Bill was intended to reach; but it was in- 
tended to protect tho earnings of respect- 
able women from tho rapacity of bad hus- 
bands or the creditors of an unfortunate 
husband. [Hear. J 

Mr. Holbrook opposed the third read- 
ing of tho Bill and repeated the arguments 
advanced by' him in Committee. 

Tho motion to re-commit was put and 
doolarod lost by tho Speaker. 

Tho quostion as to a third rending wi>« 
then taken and carriod. 



Exception was hero taken by sovoral 
hon. members, who claimed that the mo- 
tion to re-commit had been carried. 

Tho ayes and nays on tho motion boing 
taken, showed 10 ayes and 4 noes. 

The Speaker decided that tho Bill was 
passed. 

LAND REGISTRY AMENDMENT ACT. 

This Bill was read a third time and 
already passed, 

PETITIONS OK RIGHTS RILL. 

Houso went into Committee onthis Bill, 
Mr. Todd in tho Chair. 

Tho Bill was passed without amend- 
ment, and the Committee roso and re- 
ported. 

WILLIAM CREEK FIRE IIRIOADE. 

This Bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Tho Houso adjourned till Mondny at 2 
p. m. 

The St. Andrew's and Caledonian- 
Ball. — Last night a merry assemblage of 
ladies and gentlemen gathered at the 
Royal Exchange rooms to do honor to the 
anniversary of tho day that gnve to Scot- 
land her greatest poet— Burns. The rooms 
wore beautifully decorated. The walls 
were hung or festooned with flags and 
banners. Tho portrait? ef Burns, Scott 
and Dickens, and Scottish scenes, were 
arranged in conspicuous places and illu- 
minated mottoes taken from tho Bard's 
poems met the eye on every side. The 
gas-jets were arranged so as to im- 
part a very pleasing effect and the floor 
was in excellent order for dancing. Prof. 
Schafl'er's band, with choice new music, 
added greatly to the success of the ball ; 
while Eden's bountiful supply of edibles 
reminded one of the time-honored Garden. 
Supper was laid in St. James Hall, to 
which access was had though a covered 
passage improvised for the occasion. 
Dancing was kept up until tho "woo sum' 
hours." 



Liberal Giving. — On the 6th inst, 
an annual missionary meeting was held 
in the Metropolitan Wesleyari Church; 
Toronto. The attendance was very large, 
and the Rov. Dr. I'unshon was tho princi- 
pal speaker. At tho conclusion of his 
address, the reverend gentleman announc- 
ed that there was to bo a special collection 
for tho Japanese mission, and that it 
should amount to one thousand dollars, 
ami he suggostcd that the easiest way 
would be for one hundred young men to 
subscribe at once ten dollars apiece.

In addition to that, tho usual 
collection for general purposes was taken 
up and reached the sum of one thousand 
dollars.

A crushing machine of great effective 
ness lias been constructed by M. Jaiiuot, 
a French engineer. It consists of a wheel 
on an horizontal axle rovolviug round a 
vortical arbor, which roooivos its rotary 
motary motion by means of a spur gear- 
ing. In its circular motion tho wheel 
runs in the bottom of annual trough with 
an open bar bottom containing tho mate- 
rial to bo crushed. When crushed, tho 
material immediately falls between the 
bars into a screen of conical form, where 
it is divided into two ports, the fine parts 
passing through, the otliera being collect 
«d mid re-placed in the. trough. 

Russi an Aim» athtm axd Sympathies. 
— Although tho Czar entertains a friendly 
feeling towards the Germans, his pco- 
plo, especially the higher classes, arc so 
prejudiced against everything German as 
to render it unpleasant oven to an opera 
singer bearing a German name to appear 
on a St. Petersburg stage. Tho C/.aro- 
witiS cordially hates the Germans, and 
ovincos strong predilections, like our own 
Prince of Wales, for the French. 

Sierra Leon. — The London Times, 
commenting on the frightful rate of mor- 
tality among the white colonists of Sierra 
Leon, recommends that the natives of 
that country shall bo employed as oftieiuls 
instead of whites. The Times says that 
the rate of mortality among the white re- 
sidents lust year was 20 per cent , the 
late E. G. Alston being among the vic- 
tims. 

"What Boots It?"- A man named Mil- 
ler has been sent to the ohaiugang for a 
twelve-month. He went to the Driard 
Houso and walked off with the boots of 
tho lodgers who had left them at their 
doors to bo blacked. He entered one of 
tho rooms ami the drowsy inmate made a 
"shoefly" at his head, whereupon tho 
thief decamped with his armful of boot-y.

Packing Butter. 

J. T, Ellsworth, of Bar re, nt a meeting 
of the Mrss. Board of Agriculture! last 
year, being asked to state his mode of 
packing nnd transporting the butter 
which lie makes to market, said : — "My 
whole aim is to keep it from the air. I 
do not want any kind of nir to reach it. If 
it is pure air, it will abstract the sweet 
flavor ; if it is bad air, it will do harm of 
course. I cover it from tho air from tho 
time it is saltod until it is worked-. Then 
it is boxed as soon as it can be and cover- 
ed. I have three different sizes of boxes. 
My shipping-box is something like an old 
fashioned tool-chest and holds four boxes 
of 30 lbs. each. Tho shipping-bo^ " H two 
boxes high and two boxes wide, They 
are tho common round butter Uo*i'i*, but 
the shipping-box is a square box with 
handles at each end. A rod comes up at 
each end, and there is u thumb-screw out- 
side on the oover. Listing, suoh as 
comes on the sides of cloth is tacked 
around tho edge of the box. When the 
cover is screwed down tho box is pretty 
tight. You v. iH see that there is u vacant 
space between the two boxes, some- 
thing liko a three-square. Iliad two gal- 
vanized iron boxes made, threo-square or 
nearly so, that just tit into that cavity, and 
thcsfi' were filled with broken ice a boat 
the size of a lion's egg, the lmttor put in 
and tho oover sure wed down tight, in 
time to meet tho express train, and my 
butter gets to the stall at half-past eleven 
a. m. Two-thirds of the ice js in the 
boxes, and the butter, 1 have been told, is 
apparently as hard as when it started," 

Milk Cooling. 

A can is tilled with milk, and is placed 
(with the cover off) in a stream of spring 
water till tin! temperature of tho milk is 
vory nearly the same as that of tho water. 
The milk is not stirred while the cooling 
process is going on, Most fnrmors have a 
cooling vat of a capacity four times as large 
us the milk vessels that aro placed in it. 
The cans are placed on slats near the bot- 
tom, and an arrangement is made whereby 
the cooler water from the spring flows in 
at the bottom, while tho water wanned 
by the milk flows off nt the top, The 
water should stand an inch over the body 
of the can. With good conveniences, 
milk, in ordinary sized cans, may be cool 
oil in about thirty minutes. Where 
farmers havo no springs, they re- 
ly on water pumped from wells. 
When the milk has been cooled in this 
manner, the covers are put in place ami 
the cans are covered by blankets, if they 
aro exposed to the sun. Nearly all dairy- 
men now unite in the opinion that milk 
is injured by being cooled too sud- 
denly, as by the use of ice or the em- 
ployment of patont coolers. They also 
agree that warm milk should not be mix- 
ed with that which cold, as is frequently 
done by pouring milk into a can that al- 
ready contains milk cooled by the use of 
ice . — Prttifie Farmer. 

A New York paper says: —An important 
movement is shortly to be made in Wash- 
ington, by tho temperance leaders mid as- 
sociations of this city and those of the 
New England States, in order to secure 
the passage of a bill strictly prohibiting 
all traffic in intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage in the District, of Columbia and 
tho Territories. The bill has been laid 
before Congress. Tho important feature 
of it is that druggists, who alone are per- 
mitted to sell intoxicating liquors, must 
label those fluids liko any other of the 
poisons they Fell, and they aro made re- 
sponsible for tho ovil effects which rr.*y 
follow an imprudent sale.

FIVE HUNDRED COUNTERFEIT- 
ERS ON TLU AL AT ONCE. 

In tho whole history of criminal 
jurisprudence thoro lias probably 
never been anything equal to tho 
gigantic trial which was concluded at 
Moscow, in Russia, on tho 21st Nov. 
and in which wero arraigned five hun-r 
dred prisoners, upwards of two hun- 
dred of whom were convicted and sen- 
tenced to cruel penalties, Among 
tho accused were persons of every stage 
of life — gray-haired old men and 
youths, men and women; among tho 
latter Borne highly accomplished and 
prepossessing in appearance. All tho 
prisoners were chaiged with ono of the 
gravest offences in the criminal code 
of Russia — that of counterfeiting. That 
codo says: "The person that counter- 
feits tho cowi or currency of the Im- 
perial Government shall suffer doath." 
Notwithstanding this rigorous provis- 
ion, Russia has been flooded for some, 
years prist with well executed counter- 
feits of tho Government treasury notes. 
Oilers of tho largest rewards did not 
lead to the detection of the guilty par- 
ties. Changes in tho appearance of 
tho treasury notes did not do much good 
either. 

At length, in last July, a curious acci- 
dent gave the Government the long 
looked for clue, which led to tho dis- 
covery of an association of criminals 
of both sexes, handed together for tho 
purpose (jf circulating spurious cur- 
rency, nnd which extended from the 
bleak and frozen shores of the White 
Sou to the Volga nnd the Black Soa. 
[n tho course of the two following 
months three thousand men and 
women were arrested, but after a pre- 
liminary examination twenty-two hun- 
dred of them were discharged, and 
about five hundred were held for trial. 
Among tin: latter were two Frenchmen 
of St. Petersburg, who had been 
caught printing the counterfeit notes, 
and a comparatively large number of 
women. The prisoners were all con- 
veyed to Moscow, where they were con- 
fined in tho vast vaults underneath 
the Kremlin palace. Criminal law in 
Russia is barbarous nt tho best, and 
the male prisoners were herded together 
liko as many hogs. They received the 
coarsest of faro, and straw was their 
onlv couch; the women were treated 
but little better. 

On the 20th of October the trial was 
opened in the largo hall of tho Kremlin, 
which holds nearly live thousand persons. 
The proceedings wero protracted for a 
month, and tho prosecution succeeded in 
establishing the guilt of nearly one-third 
of tho accused. Two hundred" and throo 
of thorn were fonnd guilty, among 
them about lifty women. Sentenceof death 
was passed upon tho six French printers, 
nnd the other convicted parties were con- 
demned to hard labour itr the gold mines 
of tho Ural Mountains for life, or for ten 
years. Tho doomed men and women 
burst into piercing shrieks and howls, and 
well they might, for, in case of the former 
tho sentence included barbarous flogging 
and hiw.diue on tho forehead with rod- 
hot J Van I while tho women, some of whom 
were of refined descent, shuddered at the 
idea of hnvinp; to do tho mostmeninl work 
for life or ten years at the station-houses. 
In thoir despair some of tho unfortunates 
threw themselves upon the ground, and 
their piercing ories produced a truly 
horri le effect. The excitement and frenzy 
of the condemned grew from minute to 
minute more intense, and the judges, in 
order to restore quietude, had to call in 
the soldiers, who, with thoir kantschnbs, 
bent the prisoners right and left, and then 
dragged them back to tho vaults of tho 
Kremlin. 



Death of Mrs. Ofiiijvy. -Mrs. Ogilvy," wi- 
dow of the late J. B. D.Ogilvy, and daugh- 
ter of the late Dr. Kennedy, of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, died yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Ogllvy, it will be remembered, 
was murdered at llella Coola, nearly eight 
years ago, by a smuggler named Antono, 
who, as revenue officer, Mr. Ogilvy had 
arrested. Antono was subsequently pres- 
sed so hard by Indians and others who 
wero sent in pursuit, that he died of star- 
vation in the woods. Since her husband's 
doath, Mrs. Ogilvy (who was a most esti- 
mablo lady) haw enjoyed a pomiou. 

A Curious question has arisen in tho 
State Department of the llepublio in con- 
nection with the Geneva Arbitration busi- 
ness. It seems that as the settlement of 
tho oasa required so long n time, the U.8. 
Commissioners took their wives and fami- 
lies with them, But ns no provision waB 
made for any extra expense, the point ia 
now whether it will bo allowod or not. 
Secretary Fish is said to be in favor of it, 
and it is thought tho matter will bo settled 
soon. 

As an illustration of the rapid growth 
of Australian manufactures, it is stated 
that a contract for building fifteen new 
locomotives for new lines of railroads has 
been awarded to paivate companies at 
Melbourne and Ballarat. A few years ago 
the execution of such a contract by colo- 
nial manufacturers would have been re- 
garded an almost an impossibility. 



Strono Contrasts. — Whilo the very 
barbarians in our midst, when employed, 
receive .11 sterling per week for 
thoir services, the clover girls and women 
in England are toiling away at 10s. only 
for the Baiiia timo. One' of the rosnlts of 
thoir labors is the construction of Valon- 
tines.
